New, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred bv

1. (1) Short title. — These rules may be called the 
Employees’ State Insurance Corporation (Family Welfare 
Project) Accounts Rules, 1978.

3 Indents for release of funds. — The Project Officer in 
charge of the Family Welfare Project shall estimate his 
requirements from time to time within the framework of 
the approved project and place indents for release of funds 
according to his requirements and the funds so received shall 
be credited to a separate account to be maintained with 
the State Bank of India. 


4. Funds released to be shown in the accounts of the 
Corporation. — The funds shall be released In accordance 
with the requirements of the Project Officer and the amounts 
so released shall be shown in the main accounts of the 
Corporation on the Expenditure Side under the Head 
“Unclassified Payment (Suspense Account)— Expenditure 
on Family Welfare Project out of ILO Deposits.” 

5. Project Officer to keep accounts.— The Project Officer 
shall maintain accounts of the funds received by him for 
the Family Welfare Project under project No. IND/74/ 
P02— Augmentation of the Employees' State Insurance 
Corporation medical benefit scheme for education, motiva- 
tion and provision of services for Family Welfare, under 
the various heads of accounts as laid down in the project 
document approved by Employees’ State Insurance Corpora- 
tion with such modifications as the Director General, 
Employees’ State Insurance Corporation may specify in 
consultation with the Ministry of Labour and the Depart- 
ment of Family Welfare from time to time, for their proDer 
maintenance. 

6. Statement of account and progress report to be sub- 
mitted to International Labour Organisation, Corporation 
and Standing Committee— (1) The Project Officer shall 
submit quarterly statements of the account alongwlth pro- 
gress report relating to the Family Welfare Project to the 
International Labour Organisation through the Director 
General of Employees’ State Insurance Corporation and the 
Department of Family Welfare and a copy of the statement 
of account and progress report shall be forwarded to the 
Central Government in the Ministry of Labour. 

(2) A report regarding the accounts as well as the 
progress made in regard to the Family Welfare Project 
shall be made to the Corporation and to its Standing Com- 
mittee at such intervals bb the Corporation may specify. 

7. Annual Accounts— The Annual Accounts for the 
Financial year ending on 31st March of each year shall be 
prepared by the 31st May next following and these 
Accounts along with the annual progress Report in rela- 
tion to the Family Welfare Project shall, as soon as they 
are prepared, be placed before the Corporation and its 
Standing Committee and also forwarded to the Central 
Government In the Ministry of Labour. 


8. Audit of the accounts— The audit of the accounts 
of the Family Welfare Project shall be conducted by the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India or any person 
appointed by him in this behalf and the costs of the audit 
shall be oa5d out of the funds of the Family Welfare 
Project. 

9. Furnishing to the Department of Family Welfare 
Statement of account, progress report etc. — The Corpora- 
tion shal furnish to the Department of Family Welfare 
audited statement of account, progress report and utilisa- 
tion certificate in respect of the grant-in-aSd, duly counter- 
signed by the authority competent to countersign the 
same as soon as may be after the audited statement of 
account is received by them. 


10. Maintenance of the register of permanent and semi- 
permanent assets. — The Corporation shall maintain a 
register in the form prescribed therefor In the General 
Financial Rules. J963, as amended from time to time of 
the permanent and semi-permanent assets acquired wholly 
or mainly out of the Government grants for the Family 
Welfare Project and a copy thereof shall be furnished 
to the Department of Faultily Welfare annually.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 5 read with sub-section (1) of Section 7 of the 
Employees' Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act. 1952 (19 of 1952). the Central Government hereby

2. In the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 1952:— 

(i) in paragraph 22, in sub-paragraph (I), for the 

words “Central Government" the words ‘‘Central 
Board" shall be substituted ; 

(ii) in paragraph 68H in sub-paragraph (i), after the 

words “without any compensation” the words 
“or if an employee does not receive his wages 
for a continuous period of two months or moro,” 
shall be inserted ; 

(iii) in paragraph 68K ; 

(a) for the heading “Advance from the Fund for 

daughter’s marriage or post matriculation edu- 
cation of children the heading “Advance from 
the Fund for marriages or post matriculation 
education of children” shall be substituted ; 

(b) for sub-paragraph (1), the following sub- 

paragraph shall be substituted, namely :■ — 

“(1) The Commissioner may, on an application 
from a member authorise payment to. him of 
a non-refundable advance from his/her 
Provident Fund Account not exceeding fifty 
per cent of his/her own total contribution 
including interest thereon standing to his/her 
credit on the date of such authorisation for 
his/her daughter’s marriage, his/her own 
marriage, the marriage of his/her dependent 
sister /brother or for the post matriculation 
education of his/her son or daughter.” 

(iv) in paragraph 69 — - 

(a) in clause (iv) of sub-paragraph (la) after the 
words “or leprosy”, the words “or cancer” shall 
be inserted : 

(v) for sub-paragraph (5) of paragraph 72, the follow- 

ing sub-paragraph shall be substituted ; namely : — 

“(5) Every employer shall at the time when a 
member of the Fund leave the service, except 
when it is necessitated due to his death, be 
required to get the claim application for refund 
of the Provident Fund amount in Form 19 or 
19A, as the case may be, filled up by the member 
and subrrtit the same duly attested to the Com- 
missioner, alongwith the other monthly returns 
required to be submitted by bim. Any person 

who has not filled up the Form 19 or 19A at 
the time of his leaving service and desires to 
claim payment under this paragraph shall send 
a written application for the purpose to the 
Commissiner through the employer. If such 
person is unable to send the application through 
the employer for any reason whatsoever, he may 
submit it to the Commissioner and the Com- 
missioner may forward such application to the 
employer. The employer shall forward or, as 

the case may be, return to the Commissioner 
every application received by him under this 
paragraph within fifteen days of the receipt of 
the application by him. The Commissioner may 
at the option of the person to whom payment 
(S to be made, make the payment (i) by postal 
money order at the cost of payee, or (ii) by 

crossed cheque sent through post, or (iii) by 

deposit in the payee’s postal savings bank 
account, if any or (iv) through the employer : 

Provided that where the provident fund money *s 
remitted by postal monev order, the balance, if 
any, remaining after such remittance shall be 
credited to the Forefeiture Account and in the 
case of claim for the said balance the amount 
shal be pai debiting the Forfeiture 

Account”.
